Names Group to Make 
Investigation 

Unbia.sed Statement of Facts 
To Be Presented to the 
Public 


I Thoroughgoing investigation of 
the Sierra Madre school situation 
has been undertaken by a com¬ 
mittee representing the Central 
Service Committee as the out¬ 
come of a meeting held Monday 
! night. 

I E. D. Burbank presided in the 
absence of George Norris, chair- 
; man. Members present were 
: Messrs. Burbank, Fred Griebenow, 
and J. M. Campbell, representing 
! the chamber of commerce; Ray .A. 
Grant and A. Russell representing 
j Kiwanis, Ralph Stewart and Geo. 
i Hapgood representing the Ameri¬ 
can I-egion. Mr.s. Fletcher H. 
; White and Mrs. Emil Sturmthal, 
[members of the Woman’s Club 
I were also present, although the 
I club representatives on the Cen- 
j tral committee have not yet been 
I designated. 

'fhe various changes in school 
arrangements for which there has 
I been agitation were discussed at 
, some length. The general opin- 
! ion was that insufficient informa¬ 
tion was at hand upon which to 
recommend a definite program. It 
was also felt that the public 
should have a conqilete statement 
of all the facts in the situation, 
prepared without the aim of bol- 
istering up a preconceived opinion. 

•Accordingly a resolution was 
adopted authorizing the acting 
chairman to appoint a committee 
to be headed by himself, to make 
such an investigation. This com¬ 
mittee is to study the school ques¬ 
tion, going into every phase of it, 
and make public Its findings. In 
compiling data the committee will 
consult officials of the Sierra 
Madre school district, Pasadena 
high school (listrict, and the coun¬ 
ty superintendent’s office fiis,. 
'Ihe committee will welcome 0(111- 
sultation fiom local citizens who 
can present pertinent fact, throw¬ 
ing light on the situation. 

The following members of the 
Central .Service Committee have 
bten appointed by Mr. Burbank to 
act with him: Fre.I Griebenow, .A. 
Russell and R. W. Stewart. The 
fifth member will be one of the 
women who will be designated to 
repre.sent the Woman’s Club. 

The Central .Service CommT.tee 
meets regularly on the second and 
. fourC- .Monday night.-. Inasmuch 
as it is inteniled to be a clearing 
house representing all public or¬ 
ganizations in the community its 
meetings arc open to the public.

•About sixty people responded 
to the call for a meeting of Cen¬ 
tral .Avenue property owners last 
I'riday night in the city hall. J. O. 
Smith called the meeting to order, 
and explained that it was the out¬ 
growth of an earlier meeting at 
which it was decided to form the 
Central Avenue Property Owners 
association. He was designated 
a.s ti'mporary chairman and Mrs. 
J. H. Wright as temporary secre¬ 
tary. As the first business of the 
meeting the temporary officers 
were made permanent. H. E. 
•■Mien was chosen vice chairman. 

-Mr. Smith and Mrs. Wright re¬ 
viewed the hi.story of the attempts 
to secure an extension of Central 
.Avenue west to Pa.-adena. These 
all led up to the initiation of Mat- 
toon .Act proceedings, all efforts 
meeting with failure under older 
statute.':. .As the city chiefly in¬ 
terested Sierra Madre was given 
jurisdiction by the cities of Arca¬ 
dia and Pa.sadena and by the coun¬ 
ty of Los .Angeles, subject to ap¬ 
proval of the plans and speci¬ 
fications. 

Excerpts from the council min¬ 
utes were read. These showed 
the council a.s approving a width 
(•f 80 feet through Arcadia and 
Sierra Madre and 60 feet where 
the road will parallel the Pacific 
Electric west of Sierra Madre.

Another well is to be sunk in 
the Santa Anita basin by the city 
of Arcadia, according to reports 
of the Arcadia council meeting 
last week. Specifications were or¬ 
dered for a well 500 feet deep 
with a 14-inch casing. 

It was reported the council de¬ 
cided to have the well drilled at 
once because of prevailing low 
prices on casing material. With a 
trade war on, it is believed a sav¬ 
ing of about .$1500 will be made 
in the cost of the well. 

The new well will be located on 
the Live Oak Avenue property 
where Arcadia already has sev¬ 
eral W'ells and reservoirs. These 
wells are about a quarter-mile 
from the two Sierra Madre wells, 
and the effect of pumping at 
either plant is obseiwed very soon 
by a lowering of the water level 
at the other wells. The effect of 
another well on the Sierra Madre 
wells will be watchetl with inter¬ 
est by the local water department. 

Will Sierra Madre become a 
part of the metropolitan water 
di.strict, now being formed to 
bring water from the Colorado 
River? That ciuestion has been 
raised by announcement that the 
city of Los .Angeles has taken 
initial legislative steps for the cre¬ 
ation of the district. The name 
of Sierra Madre does not appear 
among the cities said to be form¬ 
ing the district, which are Arcadia, 
Beverly Hills, Burbank, Covina, 
Culver City, Glendora, Los An¬ 
geles, Pasadena, Sap Marino, 
Santa .Monica and Whittier, and 
some cities in Orange and River¬ 
side counties. 

In the early stages of the Col¬ 
orado River investigation Sierra 
Madre participated to the extent 
of contributing to the expense 
fund. Several citizens have raised 
the question as to just where, 
wl\en and why Sierra Madre dis¬ 
appeared from the picture, and 
inilicate a disposition to bring the 
matter before the council soon.

The Board of Trustees, also 
known as the City Council, of the 
City of Sierra iMadre, do ordain as 
follows: 

SECTION 1. That Ordinance 
No. 201 of the City of Siertii en¬ 
titled “.An Ctrdinance of the Board 
of Trustees of the City of Sierra 
Madre prohibiting the construc¬ 
tion, maintenance or keeping 
stables, corrals or other places for 
animals for hire, establishing the 
boundaries of the residence dis¬ 
trict of the City of Sierra Madre; 
Regulating the keeping of ani¬ 
mals for hire; Providing a penalty 
for the violation of the provisions 
of this Ordinance and repealing 
all Ordinances and Parts of Ordi¬ 
nances in conflict herewith,” 
adopted June 17, 1915, shall be 
and the same is hereby amended 
by amending Section 2 of .said 
Ordinance to read as follows: 

SECTION 2. The Residential 
District of the City of Sierra 
Madre, for the purposes of this 
Ordinance, is hereby defined and 
described as follows, to-wit: 

Commencing at the intersection 
of the center line of Sierra Madre 
.Avenue with the center line of 
Live Oak .Avenue in said City of 
Sierra Madre, thence North along 
said center line of Sierra Madre 
Avenue to its intersection with the 
center line of Carter .Avenue pro¬ 
longed Westerly to such intersec- 
tioh, thence Easterly along said 
prolonged center line of Carter Ave¬ 
nue and along the center line of 
said Carter .Avenue and along the 
Easterly prolongation of said 
center line of said Carter Avenue 
to its intersection with the center 
line of Canon .Avenue prolonged 
Northerly to such point of inter¬ 
section, thence Southerly along 
said prolongation of said center 
line of Canon .Avenue and along 
the center line of said Canon .Ave¬ 
nue and along said center line of 
Canon .Avenue prolonged Souther¬ 
ly to its intersection with the cen¬ 
ter line of -said Live Oak .Avenue, 
thence W'esterly along said center 
line of Live Oak Avenue to the 
point of beginning. 

SECTION 2. That Section 3 
of said Ordinance No. 201 shall 
be and the same is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

SECTION 3. That it shall be 
and is hereby provided, however, 
that said Board of Trustees, also 
known as the City Council, of the 
City of Sierra .Madre, may in its 
discretion, upon written applica¬ 
tion for a permit so to do, grant 
a permit to the applicant upon 
such terms and conditions as said 
Board of Trustees may impose in 
relation thereto, permitting the 
applicant to keep animals as de¬ 
fined in said Ordinance No. 201, 
either permanently or temporarily, 
within any part of the above de¬ 
scribed Residential District which 
is now included within Zone “C 


I as the same is defined in Ordi¬ 
nance No. 271 of said City, adopt¬ 
ed June 28, 1923. and commonly 
known as the Zoning Ordiiuince, 
which said Ordinance No. 271 is 
hereby referreil to and made a 
part hereof for a description of 
said Zone “C” to the same extent 
and as fully as though expre.esly 
repeated hereip. 

SECTION 3. That all ordinances 
and parts of ordinances of the 
City of Sierra Madre in conflict 
herewith are hereby repealed. 

SECTION 4. The City Clerk 
shall certify to the pa.ssage of this 
Ordinance and its approval by the 
President of said Board of Trus¬ 
tees, also known as the Mayor of 
said City and .shall cau.se the .^ame 
to be published once in the Sierra 
Madre News, a weekly newspaper 
of general circulation published 
and circulated in said City of 
Sierra Madre.

SCHOOL 

Work or play—both, whoii .saws, 
haiiiinerH, scissors and paints are 
applied in iiandiwurk liour at 
Healtii School. 

Children really live in Health 
School activities. No child is 
urged to make something in which 
he has no interest. Hut every 
child has an opportunity to saw 
and paint to his heart’s content-- 
learning to make what ho always 
wanted to make. 

Fundamental habits of healthful 
and sane living are in these work-: 
play activities. The child has to 
decide what he will make; he has 
to do orderly thinking on how to, 
work and what he wants his boat, 
house or jum|i rope to be wlien 
finished. Then he must set to' 
work and work hard until the task 
is finished. The wise teacher helps 
the child to rate himself in his' 
work by suggesting ‘‘you make 
the best you can”—not ‘‘make as 
good as the rest”. 

Thrift, cleanliness anil orderli -' 
ness are learned in toy making. 
Broken toys are mended; paint 
brushes are cleaned and tools put 
back in order. Tooth brush hold¬ 
ers and coat hangers arc made to, 
be pleasant reminders of health' 
and orderliness rules. | 

Learning to work with others is 
an invaluable lesson for the child. 
Each must take his turn in shar¬ 
ing tools and responsibilities in 
the work room. Equally valuable’ 
for the child is learning to work| 
quietly alone at his own bench. 
The child forms the habit of elfi- 
cient concentration when his work- 
play activities arc respecteil and 
not interrupted. .A steady atti-| 
tude toward work is an essential 
to healthy, sane mental life. 

Health schools demonstrate that 
only very simple thing.s are need¬ 
ed to lead a child into a world 
of re-crcational activity which is 
a child's natural worhl of joyful 
living.
